BITRODUCTIOM. 


In  this  section  is  given  a brief  account  of  the  services  provided 
by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  as  a whole,  under  Part  III  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act, 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  divisional  area  during 
1968  was  1299  a decrease  of  100  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE  18.0  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population 
compared  with  20,2  in  the  previous  year.  It  was  higher  than  the  West 
Riding  Administrative  County  rate  of  17.6  and  the  England  and  Wales 
birth  rate  of  16,9 

Deaths:, 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  divisional  area  after  correction  for 
transfers  were  655  an  increase  of  11  compared  with  1967- 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  from  all  causes  was  9*2  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population.  The  West  Riding  Administrative  area  was  11,6  and 
England  and  Wales,  11,9 


Infant  Mortality. 

In  1968  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  13, 
a decrease  of  18  compared  with  I967.  The  Infant  Mortality  was  10,2  as 
against  22.2  in  the  previous  year. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  the  divisional  area  during  the  year, 

MIDWIFERY  AND  MTERNITY  SERVICES. 

Domiciliary  Midv7ifery.  _ ■ ■ 

Of  the  127^  notified  live  births,  373  were  delivered  by  domiciliary 
midwives,  the  private  doctors  being  present  in  21  of  these  cases.

Medical  Assistance. 

Medical  Aid  notices  sent  in  by  Midwives  during  I968  numbered  11, 
all  of  these  being  domiciliary. 

Analgesia. 

All  the  domociliary- midwives  held  the  certificate  in  gas  and  air 
analgesia  administration  and  were  equipped  v/ith  a Trilene  Analgesia  Machine, 

Pethidine  only  was  given  in  74  cases.  Trilene  was  administered  in 
37  cases  and  with  Pethidine  in  132  cases. 


Ante-natal  Clinics. 


There  wpre  two  Ante-natal  Clinics  in  the  Division  which  were  held 
at  Pontefract  and  Knottingley.-  The  ante-natal  session  at  Knottingley  was 
discontinued  from  the  1st  July,  I968,  During  the  year  137  patients  attended. 
The  total  number  of  attendances  was  539.  26  patients  were  examined  post- 

na tally  during  the  year. 

Relaxation  Classes. 

Relaxation  classes  for  expectant  mothers  are  held  at  Pontefract  and 
Feathers tone  clinics. 

These  have  continued  to  be  fairly  well  attended  and  the  number  of 
attendances  at  these  clinics  during  the  year  was  501. 

Institutional  Midwifery. 

Pationts  from  this  division  are  admitted  to  either  the  Castleford 
Maternity  Home  or  to  the  Southmoor  Maternity  Unit,  Hemsworth, 

During  the  year  accommodation  was  provided  for  all  applicants  having 
their  first  baby,  and  for  ail  those  with  home  conditions  unsuitable  for  a 
domiciliary  confinement.  Of  the  remaining  applicants  a high  proportion 
were  allotted  beds. 


Cervical  Cytology. 

A clinic  is  held  each  week  at  the  Central  Clinic,  Trinii^  Street, 
Pontefract.  Facilities  for  this  examination  are  now  available  to  all 
married  v/omen. 

During  1968  39  sessions  were  held  and  532  women  examined, 

CHILD  WELFARE. 


There  are  County  owned  clinics  at  Pontefract,  Featherstone  and 
Knottingley.  A mobile  caravan  type  clinic  visits  the  Parishes  of  Whitley 
Bridge,  Womersley,  Eggborough,  Brotherton,  Kellington,  Heck,  Hensall,  Monk 
Fryston  and  Fairburn  in  the  Osgoldcross  Rural  District,  at  fortnightly 
intervals. 

The  new  Health  Centre  at  Hazel  Road,  Knottingley  v;as  opened  in  July,  1968 
and  the  Chapel  Street  clinic  premises  were  closed. 

During  I968  2752  children  attended  at  clinics  and  they  made  182f29 
attendances.

With  effect  from  September  I968  it  was  decided  to  retain  as  routine 
examinations  only  the  first  (Entrants)  and  the  last  (Leavers),  In  the 
intervening  years  the  parents  are  asked  to  complete  a Health  Questionnair 
and  only  those  children  thought  to  require  examination  are  dealt  ¥\rith. 
This  allov¥s  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  give  more  attention  to  the 
children  likely  to  have  defects. 

The  re-examination  of  children  who,  at  previous  periodical  or 
special  examination  had  boon  found  to  have  defects,  was  made  at  each 
school  medical  inspection. 

During  the  year,  3699  children  received  a full  medical  examination. 

A further  IO46  children  who  had  been  found  to  have  defects  at  previous 
examinations  were  also  examined. 

General  Condition  of  Children. 


All  pupils  at  routine  medical  inspections  are  classified'  as  to 
their  general  condition  at  the  time  of  examination,  and  99*64^  were 
classified  as  satisfactor3'’  and  only  0»3^%  us  unsatisfactory. 

Unc leanliness. 

During  the  year  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  made  30049 
examinations  of  children  in  schools.  Of  these  312  individual  children 
were  found  to  be  infested.* 

SPECIAL  CLINICS. 

Ophthalm.ic  Clinics. 

Dr.  K.K.Prasher  holds  a vreekly  clinic  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
Pontefract.  During  the  year  1429  children  v/ere  examined.  Of  these,  528 
were  prescribed  glasses. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinics. 

Hr,  K.M.Mayall  holds  fortnightly  sessions  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
Pontefract  for  children  from  this  division.  During  the  year  Mr,  Mayall 
held  24  sessions  and  sav/  118  children.  In  all,  the  children  made  313 
attendances.

Worker,  continued  to  do  much  good  work  at  the  clinic. 


Speech  Therapy, 


Mrs,  N,  Hepworth,  Speech  Therapist,  held  clinics  on  two  half-days 
each  week  at  Pontefract  Central  Clinic.  In  addition  she  has  one  session 
each  v/eek  at  the  Castle  Day  E.S.N,  School  and  at  the  Knottingley  Clinic, 
During  the  year  184  sessions  were  held  and  I04  children  were  treated. 


Handicapped  Pupils.  • 


The  regular  medical  examination  of  handicapped  children  continued 
during  the  year  and  where  necessary,  recommendations  were  made  for  place- 
ment in  special  schools. 


Medical  Examination  of  Teachers 

and  Entrants  to  Training  Colleges, 


It  is  the  duty  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  examine  candidates 
applying  for  entiy  to  Training  Colleges  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  the 
College  authorities  of  their'  fitness  to  follov/  a course  of  teacher 
training.  During  the  year  83  candidates  were  examined  and  where  necessary 
X-Ray  examinations  arranged. 

In  the  case  of  entrants  to  the  teaching  profession  17  examinations 
were  made , 


B.C.G,  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis, 


Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  is  offered  for  the  first  time  to  all 
children  in  the  year  of  their  13th  birthday,  7/ith  the  consent  of  the 
parents,  a test  is  performed  to  see  if  the  child  has  already  encountered 
the  germ  of  Tuberculosis,  If  it  has  done  so,  no  further  action  is  taken 
as  it  is  assumed  that  the  child  is  acquiring  a natural  immunity.  If, 
however,  the  test  indicates  that  the  child  has  not  encountered  tubercle 
bacillus,  then  vaccination  is  carried  out. 

The  age  of  13  years  has  been  chosen  because  at  this  age  the  natural 
resistance  to  the  disease  tends  to  drop  and  it  is  hoped  to  confer 
protection  during  the  years  of  increased  risk. 

In  addition,  vaccination  is  offered  each  year  to  those  pupils  over 
the  age  of  13  years,  who  have  previously  been  absent  or  v/hose  parents 
have  not  consented.  Each  child  has,  therefore,  a continuing  opportunity 
to  be  vaccinated  before  leaving  school.

A free  chiropody  service  is  provided  for  the  following  categories 
of  patient:

VACCIN/.TION  AND  BMJNISATION  IN  SCHOOLS 


In  1962  the  school  immunisation  programme  vms  extended  to  include 
protection  against  Tetanus.  There  has  been  gro'wing  emphasis  for  this 
in  recent  years  and  it  can  now  be  administered  in  a combined  form  v/ith 
Diphtheria, 

By  the  end  of  I968  out  of  a school  population  of  12,782  children, 
10,12A  had  received  protection  against  Diphtheria  representing  79»20^' 
of  the  population,  whilst  in  the  six  years  that  Tetanus  protection  has 
been  available,  9 >937  (77*74%)  children  have  been  immunised  against 
Te  tanus , 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  was  also  introduced  into  the 
school  programme  in  I964  in  order  to  improve  the  immunity  rate, 

10,301  school  children  are  now  protected  against  this  disease, 
representing  80.58%  of  the  school  pbpulation. 

The  ready  co-operation  of  the  headteachers  is  very  much  appreciated 
in  these  schemes,  the  success  of  which  is  shovm  in  the  high  immunity 
rates  achieved  amongst  school  children.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  i960, 

iiy  apologies  are  again  offered  for  the  long  delay  in  its  preparation. 

Very  little  information  other  >;han  that  required  to  be  supplied  is 
included,  so  that  unfortunately  a true  picture  of  the  full  activities  of 
the  department  is  not  given. 

The  appointment  of  a clerical  assistant  for  housing  did  not  have  the 
full  effect  hoped  for,  as  a change  in  tlie  demand  for  houses  resulted  in 
even  more  tine  being  devoted  by  all  members  of  the  department  to  housing 
matters,  again  to  the  detriment  of  routine  public  health  duties. 

I wish  to  thank  my  own  staff  and  that  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUl-iSTAKCES. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


All  dwellings  in  the  district  nre  connected  to  the  riains  water  supply 
which  is  obtained  froia  the  Wakefield  and  District  Water  Board.  In  general, 
complaints  are  made  direct  to  the  responsible  Officers  of  the  Board  so  that 
this  Department's  knowledge  ol  alleged  inadequacy  is  usually  limited  to 
those  cases  where  private  service  pipes  are  at  fault, 

VJeoklj’-  chemical  and  bacteriological  sar.iples  are  taken  by  the  Board's 
Chemist,  of  the  raw  vrater  and  of  water  entering  the  supply  after  final 
treatment.  Inmiediate  chock  saraples  are  tal.en  of  any  proving;  unsatisfactory, 
the  chlorine  doseage  is  increased  and  the  matter  fully  investigated.  Any 
new  mains  are  cleared  by  the  Chemist  before  being  brought  into  use. 

As  previously  reported,  the  v/ater  at  source  is  more  acid  than  your 
original  supply  and  to  obtain  a stable  p.II.  value,  the  final  level  is 
maintained  at  9. 

The  fluoride  content  continued  to  be  negligible,  never  exceeding 
0.1  p.p.m. 


SWPdtING  B/^THS, 


The  swimming  bath  at  St,  Wilfrid’s  R.G.  High  School  is  in  use  through- 
out the  school  year,  whilst  the  Lister  Baths  open  from  April  to  September, 

There  is  one  pool  at  the  school  and  tv/o,  one  large  and  one  small,  at  the 
Lister  Baths.  The  water  is  draivm  initially  from  the  public  mains  and  is 
maintained  in  satisfactory/-  conditioi'j  in  both  cases  by  fully  automatic 
treatment  plant,  the  vrater  at  the  Lister  Baths  being  changed  ever;y^  three 
hours  and  at  the  school  every  six  hours. 

Chlorine  content  and  p.H.  value  are  checked  three  times  daily  by  the 
respective  responsible  officers. 

The  total  number  of  bacteriological  saraples  taken  was  154  oi'  which 
142  v/ere  satis  factor'.’- . In  addition  79  saiaples  v/ero  taJ:en  as  Laboratory 
checks  on  p.II.  value  and  chlorine  content. 

During  routine  sampling  on  the  13th  Larch  19<o8,  it  was  found  that  due 
to  an  error,  the  school  pool  had  received  a heavy  overdose  of  chlorine  and 
as  a safety  measure  swimiaing  was  discontinued  for  the  rest  ox  the  week. 

After  two  days  a further  test  was  made  and  although  the  chlorine  content 
had  reduced,  it  was  still  too  high.  However,  by  honday  of  the  following 
week,  conditions  v;ere  normal  and  the  baths  re-opened. 


Sanitary  ACCOMaOPifllON  ilNP  DHi,INAGE. 


During  1968  53  additional  water  closets  were  provided  for  existing 
dwellings  by  improvements.  In  some  cases  this  would  eliminate  the 
existing  external  water  closets,  but  accurate  figures  of  this  are  not 
available.  93  new  dwellings  v/ere  constructed  vdth  water  closets.

None  of  the  planned  improveiuent  -jorks  i/ere  carried  out  at  either

to  Old  Srydale,  further  aggravated  the  situation,  in  that  during  periods 
of  heavy  rain,  flooding  occurred. 


INFECTIOUS  DIS]1.SHS . 

One  hoT.ie  isolation  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  one  of  Sonnei  Dysentery 
were  investigated  during  the  year. 

Follov;ing  newspaper  reports  that  +116  source  of  an  infectious  disease 
had  been  traced  to  terrapins,  enquiries  were  raacie  at  all  schools  in  the 
district  but  on]v  one  vjas  found  to  have  terrapins . Samples  of  the  water 
in  the  tank  v/ere  found  to  be  free  from  pathogenic  organisms. 

INSECT  IHFESTiTIOHS . 


iJ-though  the  occasional  cases  of  bed  bug  infestation  are  still  found, 
these  are  never  of  a major  nature.  Instoo-d  complaints  now  usually  relate 
to  cockroaches,  flies,  v/asps,  bees  and  other  flying  insects. 

All  complaints  receive  attention  and  unusual  insects  identified. 


COMiON  LODGING  HOUSES. 


There  are  no  coimnon  lodging  houses  within  the  district. 


MOVEaBLE  DWELLINGS. 


During  the  year,  one  caravan  was  licenced  for  a temporary  period  of 
one  year  whilst  the  occupier  built  a bungalow;.  Two  other  caravans  are 
occupied  with  PlanrJ.ng  permission  but  are  exempt  from  the  provisions  of 
the  Act. 

Again  a good  deal  of  time  was  spent  following  up  complaints  involving 
itinerants  moving  into  the  district,  involving  in  the  main  ti,jo  sites. 

Until  there  are  sufficient  suitably  supervised  sites  throughout  the  country 
the  problem  v;ill  never  be  properly  solved. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  ro..ent  control  service  continued  to  function  efficiently. 

In  view  of  previous  record  of  rat-free  sewers,  a sewer  treatment 
during  1968  v;as  not  considered  necessary  by  the  iiirJ.str3'‘  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food. 

All  other  Council  property  receives  constant  attention  so  that 
infestations  are  kept  to  a minimum.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  hEAT  INSPECTION . 


There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  Meat  inspection 
is  therefore  normally  restricted  to  that  found  in  butchers  shops. 
Following  the  emergency  slaughter  of  a sow  at  the  farm  the  carcase  was 
inspected  and  found  to  be  fit  for  human  consumption.

REFUSL  COLLECTION  fUIL  DISPOSAL. 


The  new  vehicle  ordered  in  Dccci.iber  1967  was  delivered  in  July  1968 
and  the  old  side  loader  v;as  scrapped. 

The  collection  service  was  carried  out  by  tv/o  full  tine  vehicles,  the 
second-hand  machine  being  retained  as  a spare  and  for  collection  of 
salvage  from  shops . 

The  ’tash’  system  of  collection  was  continued  successfully,  complaints 
in  the  main  again  being  about  spillage  and  missed  bins. 

Disposal  v/as  again  by  tipping  on  the  one  site  where  low  lying  farm 
land  is  being  reclaimed. 


GEGSPOOL  GU1.LY  EI^IPTYIKO. 


The  houses  served  bj/’  cesspools  are  mainly  concentrated  in  two  areas, 
namely  Ackton  Wood  Pastures  and  part  of  Ackworth  i^oad,  Purston,  with  a few 
others  in  isolated  parts  of  the  district.  All  the  cesspools  are  emptied 
regularly  by  the  cos spool/ gully  machine,  which  is  also  used  for  street  gully 
cleansing  on  the  Council's  roads. 

This  machine  proves  extremely  useful  in  dealing  v;ith  serious  drain  or 
sew'cr  stoppages  and  on  occasions  v/hen  flooding  takes  place . It  is  also 
used  as  a snowplough. 


Si'iOIvE  CONTROL. 

DOhESTIG. 


The  installation  of  appliances  capable  of  burning  solid  smokeless  fuels 
of  the  lypcs  which  v/^rc  available  continued  in  nev;  and  improved  dvrellings. 

The  remaining  49  of  the  54  houses  to  Parker  Ilorris  Standards  were 
completed  at  Ackton  by  tlie  crA  of  1968.  These  are  all  fitted  V7ith  sold  fuel 
central  heating  systems  but  as  no  restriction  on  the  burning  of  rav;  coal  is 
imposed,  atmospheric  pollution  continues. 

Th.o're  are  123  Council  ovnied  dwellings  - flats,  bungalows  and  Warden's 
accommodation  - wliich  are  smokeless  by  virtue  of  solid  fuel  district 
heating  or  electric  underfloor  systems  and  although  this  is  a contribution 
towards  clean  air,  it  is  a pitifully  small  one  and  any  benefits  are  soon 
"cancelled  out"  by  the  surrounding  smoky  domestic  chimneys.  Mo  smoke 
control  orders  have  been  made,  neith.-r  are  any  premises  controlled  by 
tenancy  conditions. 


IMDUSTRL'iL. 


The  larger  kiln  at  Ackton  Hall  Brickworks  v/as  converted  to  automatic 
firing,  the  small^-r  one  and  Snydale  Brickworks  still  being  hand-fired. 

All  are  coal  burning. 

The  scrap  cable  recovery  plant  has  an  oil-fired  purpose  built  furnace 
and  is  under  the  control  of  H.Ii.  Allcali  Inspectorate.  All  other 
industrial  plant  is  either  automatically  coal,  oil  or  gas-fired  or  electrified.
